(Pend d'Oreille from the first French fur trap- 
bers), Idaho's largest lake with its 111 miles 
of shoreline and 43-mile length. The town is 
surrounded by three major mountain ranges 
(the Selkirks to the north, the Cabinets and 
Bitterroots to the east and southeast) with much 
of the remote lands managed by the state of Idaho 
and the Kaniksu National Forest. 

It is home to Schweitzer Mountain Resort, 
Idaho's largest ski resort, and is on the route of 
the International Selkirk Loop and two National 
Scenic Byways (Wild Horse Trail and Pend 
Oreille Scenic Byway).
